The reply filed on 7/27/2006 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 
Applicant has elected Group II which is directed to methods of inhibiting the intrusion of micro-organisms into a body cavity filed on 
5/5/2006 and also elected several species filed on 7/27/2006. 

However, applicant has not made a proper species election for the single therapeutic agent. Election was made to an "antimicrobial" 
therapeutic agent, but the Examiner has clearly made aware that the election must be a species (claim 46) and not the subgenus (claim 
32), for example ethyl alcohol. Therefore, Examiner again respectfully directs the Applicant to make an species election to the 
therapeutic agent from claim 46. 

Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the 
mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
